Declaring that the Lexington “ is 
more than a ship; it is a momiment 
co faith, to hope and to progress,” 
Wilbur said. 
Not Bound by Conservatism. 
“ Every blow of the hammer used 
in her construction gives vocal pro­ 
test to the unthinking declaration 
that the American navy is hide­ 
bound with conservatism and im­ 
movably 
anchored 
by 
barnicle- 
encrusted chains to things of the 
past.

craft for national defense. 
It is

Unlike the g reat 
coat or ulster, the top coat is 
not an ov erg arment to be worn 
all the tim e, for the period dur­ 
ing which it is assumed is one 
of v ariable weather. 
It blows 
hot and it blows cold. 
W e 
may hav e warm day s and chilly 
nig hts 
or 
v ice 
v ersa. The 
top coat, in some sections, is 
an emerg ency coat indispens­ 
able to hav e hang ing arou nd 
the house or the wearer when 
the weather seesa w s and som­ 
ersaults, as it has a scu rvy 
trick 
during 
September 
and 
October. 
Do not confuse the 
top coa t 
with 
the 
ordinary 
ov ercoat. 
They are different. 
A top coa t is made of lig ht 
woolens 
ex pressly 
wov en 
to 
wear on mild day s. 
It affords 
just sufficient protection, with­ 
out being heav y or bulky , to 
blunt the edg e of chilly weath­ 
er. 
It is not desig ned to take 
the place of an ov ercoat, but 
to take its place beside y our 
ov ercoat as a separate g arment 
for a separate use.

possesses 
two or 
three top coa ts one of which is usually shower-proofed 
itoerica ns, 
somehow, hav e conceiv ed the notion, on acount of climatic chang es, 
that they ’ may step, sack-suited, rig ht into a heav y ov ercoat and dis­ 
reg ard the top coat entirely . 
The Idea is wrong . 
A lig ht-weig ht

The top coat, pictured in the accompany ing sketch, is the long , 
straig ht- loose, box -effect sty le model. 
It had wide, short lapels and 
skirts full cut, but without flare. 
Such a coat may be full-box or 
semi-box ; button-throug h or fly front; sing le-breasted or double.

is from 45 to 47 inches long , according to the wearer’s heig ht, and 
has flap or patch pockets. 
It may be full silk-lined or one-quarter or 
one eig hth. 
It comes In plain colors and quiet or bold ov erchecks and 
Scottish plaids.

The fly -front Chesterfield top coat is m ostly preferred by men 
along in y ears or to accompany ev ening dress. 
Young sters fancy the 
button-throug h model. 
The 3-button double-breasted top coat is v ery 
smart, thoug h not becoming to a ll fig ures. It is cut with broad shout 
ders, flap pockets, peaked lapels, shaped sides and a v ent in the back
